Reinforcements.

Canadian Soldiers art Second to 
None in This Great War. 

On Saturday evening another Mc- 
Gill man returned from the front 
was interviewed by a representative 
Of the Daily. He did not know he 
I was being Interviewed, and; so we 
obtained a considerable amount of un- 
adulterated information. Incidental-' 
ly he is a 'French-Canadian. 

In common with the many other 
McGiii men whose stories have ap- 
peared in these columns, he hsid ' met 
many fellow students overseas, and 
has seen them fall for the cause with- 
out a thought to their own safety. As 
regards the junior officers In charge 
of the Canadian and English troops, 
he stated that most of those who went 
over with England's "contemptible 
little army" have been killed, and un- 
fortunately those who have taken 
their places are in many cases un- 
qualified for their positions. This Is 
unore or less unavoidable. In civil 
life they were business and profes- 
sional men or students, and' those 
who expect them to equal professional 
soldiers expect too much. . 

He stated that the need for rein- 
forcements from Canada was impera- 
tive. On several occasions he has 
seen Canadian platoons taking up po- 
sitions in the front line trenches very 
much reduced in numerical strength. 
Moreover, these men are forced to re- 
main in the trenches without relief 
until they are completely exhausted. 
In England not a man of military age 
la to' be found who is not conscripted 
into some branch of the,,.Bervlce elthep 
at home or in Prance. • 

The Australians ajso have done JÇon- 
deftfmfyt évèn better than the Cana- 
dians, although' we can Justly claim 
that the men we have sent "over 
there" have proved themselves second 
to none In courage and resourceful- 
ness. But If the Canadian army divi- 
sions are to be supported it will be 
necessary to send more men from 
Canada wlhout delay, and if one of 
the,se divisions is left without support 
the moral effect on the whofe army 
will be a great deal stronger than one 
who has not been at the front can pos- 
sibly Imagine. 

When asked what he thought of the 
attitude of the French-Canadians to- 
wards the war, he expressed his opin- 
ion that their aversion to enlistment 
arose chiefly through Ignorance of the 
situation. He said they did not seem 
to realize the seriousness of our pres- 
ent position, and to every arjtument 
answered with a "Mais Je reste, ici." 
This applies chiefly to the country 
districts of Quebec. Those French- 
Canadians who have enlisted have 
come chiefly from the cities. When 
asked if he did not think the agricul- 
turalists should be left to produce food- 
stuffs, he argued that* the province of 
Quebec produces a comparatively 
small quantity of wheat. 

In the Western provinces, where, if 
anywhere, the farmers should be en- 
couraged to remain at home, whole 
families have sold out,. and the men 
have gone to the war. Besides this, 
the small scale farming which Is usual- 
ly seen In this province can be done 
very well by substitutes, whereas wo- 
men and boys can hardly bo exacted 
to handle the heavy machinery used 
on the great wheat fields of Western 
Canada, 




The attendance at last night's sing 
was the best ,for some weeks; the 
Reading Room was very well filled, 
and the men put more spirit into their 
singing than they have sinoe thé last 
mixed sing.

and '"Lead Kindly Light." 

The refreshments were very good, 
and quite plentiful. The sing was 
finished by the singing of the Na- 
tional Anthem at ten o'clock.

From the very first the games seem- 
ed to go in favour of thy it.

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The Fetes Redpath Library was the 
scene, Saturday afternoon, of what 
was doubtless the most Impressive 
ceremony which its historic waUs have 
ever looked down upon. 
. During the winter of 1916 and the 
spring of 1917 the 148th Battalion was 
recruited under the command of 
Lt.-Col. Jlagee, and due to his relent- 
less efforts, and those of his associ- 
ates the Battalion reached a degree of 
efficiency which few regiments attain 
to. The 148th Is affiliated with the 
McOlll Ç.O.T.C., and in addition to 
the bonds thus created the University 
has no inconsiderable number of her 
sons enrolled In the Battalion's ranks, 
Therefore the gallant conduct of the 
148th, In the heavy fighting in which 
even in the short period of its exist- 
ence the regiment has been called upon 
to participate, lias been a source of 
much pride to McGill. 

In view of these ties of love — the 
love of noble men for their Alma 
Mater — It Is not surprising that when 
the question .arose as to where the 
regimcnl'H colours should be deposited, 
the beloved precincts of McGill should 
be the choice. 

Some, months ago, when Capt. Gra- 
ham, former chaplain of the Battalion, 
returned to Canada, he brought with 
him the" - regiment's colours. These 
colours were withheld from final de- 
posit until such time as a sufficient 
number of the returned 148th officers 
and men could be assembled for the 
purpose of performing the ceremony- 
of depositing them. And therefore 
Saturday, 'the day chosen for the de- 
livering of.the Battalion's colours over 
to the guardianship of the University, 
was the occasion' for their final de- 
posit In the Redpath Library. 

At 3.15 p.m., the C.O.T.C. was 
drawn up In column of companies, 
facing south on the Campus. Five 
minutes later the colour party, under 
the command of Major Stikeman, of 
the 148th Battalion, preceded by the 
band and followed by a guard with 
fixed bayonets, left the C.O.T.C. 
Headquarters. As the party inarched 
on to the Cumpun the McGill Contin- 
gent presented arms, while the col- 
ours were borne past. Up the avenue 
marched the colour detachment, band 
playing, and the gorgeous colours, 
rendered sacred by the tender associa- 
tions which they recall to the minds 
of those who were spectators,, straight- 
ened out before the stiff wind, proud- 
ly borne by two returned members of 
the 148th. Majestically the party mov- 
ed up the Incline leading to the Lib- 
rary. 

Awaiting the arrival of the colours 
in the Library were Sir William Peter- 
son, Dr. Gould and various local mili- 
tary officers. At 3.25 the doors were 
thrown opon, and the few spectators 
who looked down from the^ gallery 
could not but be impressed as the col- 
ours. In the hands of their justly proud 
bearers, were borne forward, followed 
by the guard and a- group of returned 
officers and men, whose empty sleeves 
and halting step spoke of grim bat- 
tle-fields. "Halt." The command rang 
out with a clearness which, in contrast 
to the accustomed quiet and monotony 
of the building., was Impressive. "Left 
turn" — and the party was drawn up 
before Sir William Peterson. 

In behalf of the officers and non- 
commissioned officers of the 148th. 
.Major Stikeman then stated that it was 
his honour to present the colours of 
the regiment, with the request that 
they be deposited and preserved as an. 
Inspiration to McGill men for time to 
come, and a reminder of the self- 
sacrifice, and valour of those who 
had marched beneath them: 

Principal Peterson, on behalf of Mc- 
Gill University, accepted the trust. "In 
the name of the University, I have 
a peculiar pleasure in accepting this 
charge." Principal Peterson then con- 
tinued his brief remarks. He pointed 
out the sanctity of the ceremony which 
was J;cing enacted, as an honour 
which Is usually reserved for churches 
or cathedrals. The present is a spe- 
cial privilege for the reason that the 
148tK Included In its complement many 
McGill men. Raised by Lt.-Col. A. A. 
Mu-gec, associated with Major Eric 
Gcddcs, and Col. Starke, the regiment 
proceeded overseas, leaving behind 
them a deep impression upon the minds 
of McGill men. Regimental colours 
have from time immemorial occupied 
a sacred and honoured' position in the 
hearts of mon. The Romans cherished 
the colours most, religiously, and they 
were Invariably In close proximity to 
the headquarter^ of the regiineat to 
whom thoy belonged.

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WINTER SPORT8. 



Now that the snow has presumably come to stay until next 
March, at least, we naturally turn our attention to a consideration 
of those several winter sports in which Canadians excel. The kind 
of Canadian winter sports is. of course, skating in general, and 
hockey in particular. At McGill, hockey is the only major sport 
which has retained its old-time place in the life of the University, 
and has survived the severe process of elimination caused by the 
war. Football as a University sport is dead for the time being, and 
the track has suffered the same fate, but McGill still puts a hockey 
team on the ice which compares most favourably with those which 
made her name famous in those almost forgotten times of peace, 
when students and professors alike turned out to cheer the team on 
to victory, and the captain of the hockey team was considered by his 
fellows as a being apart. In those days sport was encouraged, in- 
stead >of discouraged, and even a position on the Daily staff was an 
honour not lightly conferred. Those who were here last winter will 
remember the Monday night, hockey games and the torchlight pro- 
cession to the rink, followed by a smoker at the Union; which 
crowned our victory over Laval. This season we have an even bet- 
ter team than last, year, and prospects indicate the probability that 
McGill will come out on top in the City League, at least. 

Class hockey last year did not amount to much. Many classes 
■were unable to produce a full team even for a game, and regular 
practices (in most cases) were unknown. There is a possibility 
that we may witness a change in class hockey this season, but it docs 
not seem likely. This is undoubtedly due in part to the poor facili- 
ties at present open to the minor teams. They must practice and 
play their games on the campus rink,, which, being exposed to the 
weather, varies in quality from day to day, while the dressing rooms 
would make a poor ash house, and the "shower" is none too sani- 
tary, to put it mildly. Tf class hockey is to be revived a new "shack" 
would serve as a good beginning to such a worthy movement. AVc 
may also mention in this connection that at the skating parties the 
R.V.C. students arc expected to put on their skates in this inade- 
quate shelter, and would no doubt appreciate an invitation very 
much more if suitable accommodations were provided. We ven- 
ture to say also, that regular attendance at the rink would be much 
stimulated if new dressing rooms were erected 1 . 

Turning now to the other and less popular winter sports, Mont- 
real is evidently favoured with a plenitude of opportunity for in- 
dulging in practically all of them. Plenty of snow is an essential 
factor in snow shoeing and skiing, and we are fortunate in having 
snow in large quantities during the months of January and Febru- 
ary at least. We say fortunate, for even those who do not enjoy a 
Mqntreal winter must admit that as such a winter is here unavoid- 
able, plenty of snow is much to be desired. 

Mount Royal is an almost ideal place for skiing, and in its vicin- 
ity slopes are to be found suitable, for skiers of every degree of dex- 
terity. Country suitable for snowshoc tramping is to be found back 
•of the mountain, or, better still, take a train to one of those de- 
lightful spots along the banks of the St. Lawrence between this city 
and St. Anne's, and you will not regret the extra trouble involved.

Every poilu at the front has, cr 
may have, his marraino or godmother, 
who may be as fair and kind and 
young as you please.

There 
Is an American girl (we will call her 
Susanna), who is a nurso In France, 
really about as close to the front as 
they B et, and she has a godfather who 
is a Brazilian, frightfully rich and ot 
a generosity simply magnificent. He 
sends her letters and — presents — 
wonderful presents. Cigarettes par- 
ticularly.

Some twenty Parliamentarians, shiv- 
ering in an easterly wind, greeted each 
other on tho Do Aar platform be- 
tween eight and, nine o'clock on the 
evening of 'Saturday, ' July" ^3. the' 
place 'was the starting point for ; "a 
visit to the late German Protectorate, 
kindly arranged for us by the focal 
Administration, In conjunction with 
the railway authorities of the Union. 
The invitations; conveyed hurriedly 
by telegram, stated with the blunt- 
nesB incidental to such medium of com- 
munication, that while the S. A. R. 
would provide a special train free of 
charge, each tourist would have to 
draw on. his own pocket for whatever 
he might consume In the way of meat 
and drink. Wo leurned afterwords 
that the Protectoruto Administration 
had been desirous of making us Its 
guests In tho full sense of the word, 
but that the Union Government had 
restricted tho proposed hospitality, 
fearing, perhaps, a discussion on the 
Estimates raised by members who were 
unable to come. Though wo paid, 
the Railway Department gave us abun- 
dant value for our money. Every- 
thing was of th c best quality, the at- 
tendance perfect, and prices no higher 
than 'on ordinary trains. We agreed 
at the end of the trip that wo had been 
spoilt for future travelling. Sir Thomas 
Watt, who was of our party, opined, 
amid the general applause, that the 
best chef and the ablest chief stew- 
ard on the entire railways must have 
been selected to cater for us. 

It was not only our bodily wants 
that the authorities thought of. They 
made our Journey bright and Inform'- 
Ing by, obtaining for us the company 
of a number of experts and Govern- 
ment^ officials, each in' his own de- 
partment a specialist on the country 
which we were to visit. Members of 
Parliament who have passed two ses- 
sions together, though they may be 
good friends enough outside the par- 
ty arena, pretty well know each oth- 
er's possibilities. We were glad to 
see new faces, as well as to be guided 
ed by short cuts to the knowledge we 
wanted. Excellent fellows wo found 
these, officials. I hope It does not de- 
tract from their dignity if I add that 
In off-hours they seemed to get no 
less enjoyment out of a cigar and a 
hand at bridge than some of the leg- 
islators. A railway Journey of about 
3,000 miles in three weeks, and In 
which all the stops are occasions for 
strenuous sightseeing, calls for some 
relaxation. An attention which we 
specially appreciated was that shown 
to us by no less a person than thc 
Administrator, Mr. Gorges. He met us 
at De Aar, and accompanied our jour- 
neying through Upington and round 
by Luderitzbucht, until we reached 
Wlndhuk. There he had to remain, 
both for administrative reasons and 
that he might receive further Parlia- 
mentary guests— a trio so distinguish- 
ed as Mr. Merriman, Sir , Thomas 
Smartt, and Mr. Jagger, who -*ero 
coming after us. Colonel More, the 
head of the Protectorate Railways, 
was able to stick by us until, with 
our return to Wlndhuk, the trip was 
virtually accomplished. Like the Ad- 
ministrator, he made himself the 
friend of everyone of the visitors. Un-

tered and the warriors had gone forth, 
the colours were sacredly preserved. 
" We are proud of what the l'asth Bat- 
talion, in its brief but interesting his- 
tory has accomplished. Our deepest 
sympathy is with those of its members 
who have encountered misfortune, and 
we trust that after this war they will 
be restored to civil life. This struggle 
has called for the best that is in man, 
and the best that Is in McGill. After 
all. it is only through service and sacri- 
fice that the individual will find sal- 
vation." 

The colour party was then given 
the command about turn, and the 
guard presented arms. The band 
played "'God Save the King," while the 
officers stood at the salute. The col- 
our party then wheeled about and 
the colours were handed to Dr. Gould 
and Capt. Simpson who. In behalf 
of the University, received them, and 
bore tliesa to the place of their final 
deposit. 

In accepting the colors on behalf 
of the University, Principal Peterson 
stated that it was a pleasure to him 
to know th»t there were several senior 
officers present to witness the solemn 
declaration which he thereby made to 
preserve the charge entrusted. 

The body then formed and marclnsd 
from the building, amid the applause 
of those privileged to witness the ceie- 
mony. 

A few minutes and then the custom- 
ary quiet of the place was again re- 
stored, and things resumed their usual 
tenor, except for an occasional glance 
which wandering from the books of 
industrious readers rested upon the 
two flags hanging' from their fasten- 
ing above the clock. The entire cere- 
mony had probably occupies less than 
fifteen mlnues, and yet we feel sure no 
person who had witnessed the scene 
left the building without being deeply 
impressed.

both on the broad gauge and afterwards 
on the two-foot line of the north, pro- 
ceeded with wonderful smoothness and 
regularity. We modestly attributed it 
to his continued presence, that, after 
the Administrator had loft, we still 
had tho compliment of being welcom- 
ed by a guard of honour at tho prin- 
cipal stations where tho train stop- 
ped. The turn-out consisted always of 
the local detachment of the Union re- 
gular corps or else the mounted con- 
stabulary. Very fit and workmanlike 
the men look. Usually they formed 
up with some" Government building 
(bearing the Kaiser's arms) in the 
background, a juxtaposition which our 
party, I think, even the Nationalists — 
found by no means Ill-pleasing. 

After the foregoing preface I must 
Invert the order in which a traveller 
usually sketches his experiences, and 
put the last episode first. I do so 
because It contains news, the giving 
Ing of which to the public ought not 
to be delayed. Some readers may 
hâve seen the brief Reuter account 
stating that Mr. Schreiner and I, on 
the return Journey, left our party at 
Rehoboth, being welcomed there by a, 
party of , about 70 armed and mounted 
Bastards. We knew that these peo- 
ple were of the same type as the Cape 
coloured folk who are to be met with 
In many parts of the Union, and that 
they belong to a community which, 
in the indefinite past, has trekked in 
from across the Orange River. This, 
at the time, was about all we did 
know. As it happened, a little-known 
and most interesting chapter of South 
African history, "with a climax be- 
longing to the present war. was about 
to be unrolled to our eyes. 

An Independent Nation. 

The headquarters of the Rehoboth 
district, a village of about 1,000 Inhabi- 
tants, stands at a distance of six or 
seven miles from the railway, with 
which is connected by a light 2ft. 
line. The rolling stock at present 
consists of a trolley drawn by mules. 
Having taken our seats in this vehicle, 
we observed that our escort had 
formed Into two troops, one on either 
side. But riding immediately behind 
us there was a smaller body of about 
a dozen, better dressed than the oth- 
ers, ànd not encumbered with rifles. 
These, we learned, were the members 
of trie Bastard "Volksraad, an elective 
body modelled somewhat upon the 
Volksraads of the old Boer Republics. 
Among them was their Vice-President, 
or rather, Acting Captain, Albert 
Mouton. The Captain, Cornells van 
Wyk, was ill at the time, and absent' 
on his farm, some 80 miles distant. 
He is head of the burghers, both in 
peace and on commando. In his mili- 
tary duties hels assisted by two others,

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who. With him. make up the Captain's 
Council. Among the Raadsledeu. there 
rode also Samuel Beukes, Chairman 
of the Volksraad and Magistrate. He 
presides over the civil causes between 
burghers, upon which he decides ac- 
cording to the special laws of the 
Bastards. 

We found that the Kaiser had re- 
cognized their code by treaty, as well 
as their territorial and other rights. 
In cases, however, where Europeans 
were involved, a representative of the 
Crown took a seat on the Bench. This 
practice, more or less, is being fol- 
lowed under the present Administra- 
tion. The names of the Haadsleden, 
among whom may be further cited 
those of Cioete, de Klerck. and Olivier. 
Indicate the Dutch character of this 
people's ancestry on the European 
side. It should be mentioned that 
the general appellation of Bastards in 
one which they do not entirely de- 
serve, since a number of families 
among them derive their European 
blood, though at the remove of sev- 
eral generations, by legal marriage. 
We found the Scottish strain repre- 
sented . in the person of one Malcolm 
McNab, but the name, as he pronounc- 
ed it, would hardly be recognizable 
by a Scot. We were told of a burgh- 
er carrying the undoubtedly English 
surname of Thwaltes. Kurther in- 
quiry would probably reveal that a 
number of European races have had 
some share in the paternity of this 
people. 

The company riding alongside us, 
sitting easily in their saddles the 
while — some of tliem mounted on blood 
horses — looked a hardy lot. They 
were cantering over their own 
ground, divided among them in farms 
of about 7,000 morgen, and covering an 
area, as nearly as I could learn, of 
100 miles by 100; The district In- 
cludes some of the best stocked coun- 
try In the Protectorate. It Is grass 
land, diversified with bush, and show- 
ing in places parks of kameeldoorn. 
The plains roll away to magnificent 
mountains, the tall krantzes of which 
thrust Jaggedly Into the northern and 
eastern sky line. Both men and beast 
seem to be troubled in this district 
by practically no disease, except a 
summer malaria. But of this tho Bas- 
tards make little, saying that they 
easily cure it -with' quinine and cas- 
tor oil. Their country ' Ilea a few 
leagues to the south of Wlndhuk, and 
has an average elevation above sea of 
between 4,000 and 5,000 feet. All the 
livestock that we saw in it looked fat 
and healthy. Its rivers, like those of 
the Union, are dry except during the 
rains, but water can be got In many 
places at a short depth by boring. 
From these particulars the generally 
desirable character of the district 
will be apparent. 
••- 

A Successful Trsk. 

- 

The story of the departure of the 
Bastards' from their abodes in the 
Cape Colony reads in some ways like 
a passage out of Exodus. They seem 
about 60 years ago to have become 
somewhat numerous in the Kenhardt 
district. Their life amongst the Dutch 
farmers was not of the happiest; some 
of the older people, when asked the 
reason of their trek, gave It In the 
laconic phrase: "Gepak deur de Boere." 
As they had gathered flocks and herds 
they were able to be a self-sustaining 
community, and they Sought relief by 
a scheme of segregation. They ne- 
gotiated with the Governor for the 
purchase of a considerable tract of 
land whereon to make, a settlement, 
but it appeared when the arrange- 
ments .were almost completed that 
their effort to anticipate the coloured 
policy of a modem Afrikander Gov- 
ernment was by no means popular 
with the Boers around them. A mass 
meeting of Boers and Bastards took 
place, at which the Europeans em- 
ployed bitter language.. One old 
Boer went so far as to amy "that a 
colony of Bastards would be "a curse 
to the country." Thereupon the Bas- 
tards Indignantly left the meeting in 
a body, and' proceeded to organize 
their trek. They crossed the Orange 
River at Pelia, and made northwards 
Into'' the wilderness, having no clear 
Idea where they might find a coun- 
try to dwell in. Owing to the scarcity 
of supplies of water obtainable along 
their route, they did not proceed In 
one large body, but In groups of a 
few wagons at a time; neither did 
they leave a 1 waterhole until word 
came back from their scouts ahead as 
to where the next was to bo found. 
No hostile tribes molested their march; 
they were to have wars enough, but 
those came later.

The tables of home-made cakes, can- 
dies and preserves were greatly up- 
predated, as was testified by the ra- 
pidity with which the supplies were 
sold. It is expected that the pro- 
ceeds will amount to ubout one hun- 
dred^ dollars. 

Towards the end of the afternoon. 
Miss Hall made a short speech, out- 
lining the Settlement's aims and ideals. 
The Settlement movement is a very 
recent one, having been begun only 
about 25 years ago'. The underlying 
idea is that people of more fortunate 
circumstances should live in the neigh- 
bourhood of the less fortunate and try 
to make themselves useful In any 
way. 

Our University Settlement was 
founded six years ago by a small 
group, including several graduates of 
the R. V. C. it Is In the centre of 
a foreign district, among Chinese. 
Russians, Italians and other foreign- 
ers. The Settlement has developed a 
flourishing milk station, a kindergar- 
ten, a library and 33 clubB for boys 
and girls. There Is one Mothers' 
Club. There was once a Fathers' Club, 
but practically all its members ,art 
now at the front. 

Miss Hall made a plea for voluntary 
helpers, and suggested several lines In 
which Partlals might help, such as as- 
sisting in the kindergarten, giving 
English lessons to foreign women and 
girls, and helping In the library. Spe- 
cial volunteers, were asked for to go 
down during this week to decorate 
the building for Christmas. It la hop- 
ed that this appeal will meet with a 
liberal response.
